He also served as Team Physician 
for the New York Giants football team. He was orthopaedic consultant for 
the New Jersey Nets basketball team, the U.S. Olympic Ski Team and the New 
York City Public Athletic League. Additionally, Dr. Marshall was President 
of the Sports Medicine Research and Education Foundation. 


John Marshall pioneered in the field of sports medicine, bringing keen 
professionalism, understanding, and encouragement to a realm of human 
endeavor he loved and knew well. As an orthopaedic surgeon, he focused 
on preventing athletic injuries and brought wisdom and imagination to the 
challenge of reconstructing injured parts and rehabilitating athletes 
whose continuance lay in doubt. 


John Marshall leaves his beloved wife, Janet Van Arsdale Marshall; his 
daughter Laurie; his son John; his father and mother Allen D. and Margaret 
Leahy Marshall, of Scotia, NY; and his brother, Donald T. Marshall of 
Riverton, Nod.
